Boad steamers* 

It httth been well said that- progroBS 
breeds wanti, and that as ono need la 
provided for two needs ate boro. One 
of the «arly prejadiOOB against which 
railway onterpriBe had to contend arose 
ont of the popular belief that the Bteam 
looomotivo wduld Bupcraede and throw 
into desuetude all other kinds of loco- 
motion, that animal power, being unable 
to compete, would cease to bo employ- 
ed, and, consoquontly, all tho horses, 
oxen, inuios, and assos iu Iho land would 
become valueloBS, their oocupation and 
that of all those trafficking ihoroin, 
would, like that of the Bphosian ahriiio- 
makors, bo gone. How completely hafe 
these prejudiceB, these BuperstitioDS, 
been exploded by actual reaulta, The 
enormouB power of absorption and 
tranemiaaion poasessod by this new 
means of locomotion Boon placed all tho 
animal power in the land under contri- 
bution ; and the. demand grow until 
now modeB of feeding thorn were ron- 
derad Imperative. Thus wo saw tho 
ponderous tractioD-ODgine introduood 
a few years ago. Bat the traction- 
engine proved a faHnrOi Its enormous 
weight/— some twenty tons—tho fearful 
haTocitmadewith the road iho in* 
jury to the machinery caused by the 
jarring on rough roadSi and the noiae 
made by the engine, irigbtening animals 
and ooeaeioning inoonyenieoce and ao- 
cident — these contributed chiefly to the 
failure of the old traotion-engine. But 
' all these defects hare been overcome by 
fl, W ThomBon, an eminent Civil 
Baginoer of Edinburgh, who has, after 
long experiment and great oxpenditare, 
succeedod in producing a traction^engiue 
which appears in every respeot to meet 
the want, " Thomson's Road Steamer" 
has been subjected to tho severest tests, 
and it would appear to have fully rea- 
lized the moat sanguino oxpoclatiouH 
formed with regard to it. In a recent 
numborof iho Scientific American will 
be found a very iiitorostiiig description 
of this new " Eoad-steamer." One of 
its most important pocaliarities consists 
in a ring of soft vuloaoirod rubber, 
twelve inches in width and Qvo 
inches in thiokneas, which aurroonds 
the iron tire. Over this rubber band 
there is placed an endloss chain of eloel 
plates, Ihrco and a taif inchoa wide, 
which series uf plates coualimtos tbe 
portion ot the wheel coming in immed- 
iate contact with the hard road. *' Per 
baps,'' says our seientific cootemporarj, 
*' One of its most important features, 
as concerns its me in this country, is 
its ability to run over soft ground or 
muddy roads. The rigid-tired traction 
engines in fiDgland.are able, to slowly: 
grind over their bard and magnificently 
macadamized roads, bat upon our com- 
mon dirt roads they would bo utterly 
usoleHH. Iu ibis respeot tho road-aloamer 
Las not boon inaptly compared to tho 
elephant and oamel, whoso elastic ous- 
hionod foot enable them lo orcss tho 
soft yielding Bnnds of the desert. It is 
this same elastic cushion which preventa 
iajsry to the roads, and which, aoiing as 
springs or bufFera between the rougli 
road and tho gearing, saves the mueliiQ- 
ery from damage. Tho work done by 
tbe wbool in depressing tho rubber in 
front, is again preformed by tho rubber 
at the roar iu urging tbe whe.l 
forward/ bo that ono uxuctly balancers 
the other; heuco there is no loss," 
Tbe diOBcaliy ol Doiae baa been most buo 
ceiBfall; overcome by an iogeoious device 
in connection wiih iho exaaust ateum, Bud 
ThomBOu's iron-horBC may now be Bean 
travelling with niulilad traad ulonf^siOe ol 
horse* of aoflur metal, betwoen whona tbero 
v7ould now atipotr to exist ibe besi poaaiblo 
undorstandiOK. Thia new 'RoBd^yicnmar' 
ulsG poBBCsscn a wunderfal faenlly for mak- 
ing Bbarp our/i)9, a point of no little impur 
toDce on the roftdfl of lliia oolony, 'Wjoq 
altaclifld to n loaded train o( (our wsgyonj 
by a single trii\ogle cou|jling the wbolu can 
ba tarnsd in any road of ordinary width, 
each wagROn following io the axaot wake of 
the steamer.' In point of weiiibt this stoa- 
mer is uu less M improvement upon tbe old 
traotion-ongioo, weigbin^;, as it does, less 
tban aaven tons. Fiuui iix lightnis* nnd 
tbo peonliiirily of iia wheola, it is roolly loss 
deBirnclivo to roada tbuo the ordinury va^i 
hiol«B nowgiu uie; it must b»Te been buj^.. 
gested 10 lbs reader's reil'.olioa tbut 'Tbum- 
ton's Road-Steamirt' are tbe desidatalum 
for the internal oarryiog trade d( Briiiih Obi- 
ambia. It will be witbin ihs recolleolion of 
many tbal in 1863 a Bill was passed by thu 
Legislature of ilie then sopaiaia cglony of 
British Colnmbia, granting lo a torapany 
tbe right to qbb tbe traetion-oonine npon iba 
track road of tbe mainland. Tnat (he genx 
tlemsn to whom tbe privilege was graolad 
never avsilsd tbamirlvai of it o»J.probtb^- 
ly be Btttibated to a very natural beaitatiob 
to embark io su ejpeoaive an ezperiraent; 
and the aub«eqoonl failure of iho Iroo'.iun- 
aDgioe '.0 fulfil the expectations (vhiuh hud 
bten formed tagarding it would appuar tu 
■tteat the wisdom of lUeir hositaiion. It is 
already koowa that Maaira. Beedy and 
Barnard are about to. ask for a aimilar pri^i« 
lege in reapcot of 'Thomson's Road-Sleame'r.* 
That Iba privilcRO Aill bo granted oan hard- 
ly admit ol doubt ; but tbal tho gut^tlnmuu 
n«kin;r for thu ptivilago will avuil tiKjrn 
Bfiivos of it may, pnfiiinly, bo opon tj doubt. 
Not that wu lauk faith in tho adaptation of 
'Tbomaon'a UoadxiSteamer' to tha wanla of 
the oolony; nor that we expect to see those 
f^entleman b^itate where olhars would ad* 
Tanoc,— tiia impreai of their cnlorpriao is loo 
oloarly diseernbla npon ihn hliitory of the 
{■aiolaod to admit of any doubt on tbal 



point. Rut we understand that lo properly 
(look tha road between Yula and Oariboo 
with these Btoftiuera and wngKOns, io, would 
involve an expandlfare falling but little be* 
low one hundred thousand dollars. The 
refleo ion that the nnd'citaking moat, after 
all, to a great extent partake of the natura 
of an e.\perimont, that, it will have to ovpr- 
oome all the old pii'jndioea, and that it will, 
in the ontsel, involve mob a large eipondi- 
tura is, indeed, culunlated to oaasa tbe most 
enterpriaiag to hesitate.. We.are bdzIods io 
believe, however, that there may be oo beai- 
tatlon about carrying out a sebenie oaloalated 
to ezert auoh a poweifiil iDfluencs upon the 
devalopmeDt ot the rcaonrcea ef the interior.

anco Companies doing bnsineBS ' in the 
city of per annum, 'for^the^^el^ef of 
the Fire Department. "Wo^'wltl yield 
to none in. a desiro to floe our very effi- 
cient Firo Deparlmont liberally sns* 
tained. VYbcn tt number of our tel. 
lovvcitizeuii, IiuviiiylintorealB in oomiucb, 
aru willing lo give ibeir time, their 
servicoa, uiid no littlo tihare of their 
money, too, towards protecting the 
publii: Iroin tlie mo't destructive 
of all the oinmcntH, Iho very least 
that tlio public ciui do io return 
ia to sustain tbe ari;iinization in a liberal 
spirit. But, ihon, a tax for that purposs, to be 
jum, must bo fienoral. MiP Fiic Depart- 
ment is no ro?pi;«iur ol poiiioud. It pnti-cts 
tbo property of all cla'uee j and the pro- 
pnrty of all should be placed undar contri- 
bution to sustain tbo organization in a con- 
dition of efBcieooy, Wo are not aware who 
it was that bit upon tbe ingenion!) piaa of 
roaohinj; the public for llii8 purpose, through 
tbe doublli!sa convenient medium of Fire 
Irjsurauco I'olicio-' ; but we lalio ibo liberty 
ol tbinkinp; that it is not the moat equitable 
or wife ezpediont that, might be devised. 
Id tho first place, it ia really only tbe few 
that are thus made to pay for .what ia • 
common goud. It is a fact that masl be pre* 
senl to every roOeciinf! mind that a 
majority do not, insure their property. Is it 
fair that the proviJcut ft'W should ba nindo to 
piiy botti tlicir own sliare nnd tbal of tbcir 
i[U]irovidt'tit neighbors? Is it cot « tax upon 
pruvidcnco, on Uie one hand, and a premium 
lor iraprovidoiico on tho other 7 Is not tbe 
tendency of tbo l^x lo prevent people from 
inaurinj;, by mising thu rnteg^ and tbus nar- 
rowiog still mora the already too narrow 
baaia.ottba.taz 7 Vtae readeTiWitl'nndaritand 
that all anch tazaa and lioeDsea imposed upon 
tha Inauraoc^ OooapaDiea are, as • mattar'of 
coune, added to^^tb^rat^in&ad/i.'/soDaaqnently, 
como out of the pocket of tbo asinred. It 
must bu clonrj tharefofia, that tlio higher the 
r(ilc3 the fewer will inadre, and the more un- 
fair will thi? basis of taxation Viecoiuo. Tbus 
we dubriiit that tlio present mode of raising it 
revuniiii for the I'ir-j Deimrtnient is both in- 
equitable in principle nnd periucioua in its 
inevitable tendency j and, instead of inteasify- 
ing the evil, by increas.ntj tho rates ol insu- 
raooc still farther, we should ba glad to ace 
an effort made to derise a meana of attaiaiog 
tho very landablo object in view in a lasa ob> 
jectionable way.
